Chelmsford, Wedneſday, March 11, 1752. 


ESTERDAY at our Aſſizes here, 
a Bill of Indictment was found by 
the Grand Jury for Petit Treaſon, 
againſt John Swan, for the cruel and 
wicked Murder of his late Maſter Mr. Jeſeph 


Teffryes, of Walthamſtow, in this County; and 


againſt Elizabeth Feffryes, Spinſter, Niece of 
the Deceaſed, for being aiding. helping, abet- 
ting, aſſiſting, comforting and maintaining 


him the ſaid John Swan, to commit the ſaid« 


Murder. 

About ſeven o' Clock this Morning, both 
Priſoners were put to the Bar, and arraigned on 
the ſaid Indictment, when an Objection was 
taken by the Council for the Priſopers to their 
being tried on the above — as ano- 
ther Indictment had been found againſt them 


at the laſt Aſſizes ; againſt Swan for the Mur- 


der of the ſaid Foſeph Feffryes, and Elizabeth 
Teffryes, as aiding, comforting, ec. the ſaid 


Swan in the ſaid Murder, and to which In- 


dictment they had both pleaded at the laſt 
Athzes not Guilty. The Objection was, that 
if they were tried on the Indictment preferred 
Yeſterday, and were acquitted, they muſt be 
a ſecond Time tried on the former Indictment 
for their Lives, for the fame Offence ; and 


after near three Hours Debate by the Council 
on both Sides, the Court were of Opinion that 


the Priſoners muſt be tried on the }-ft Indict- 


ment, which was found by the Grand Jury 


Yeſterday. 


the Inditment, proceeded to open the Nature 


of the Murder, for which the two Priſoners 
were indicted and particularly remarked; that 
tho* the main Evidence againſt the Priſoners 
at the Bar was only "circumſtantial, yet even 
that, when laid together, would almoſt, if not 
quite, amount to poſitive Evidence. 


That the murdered Perſon, Mr. Joſeph 


Feffryes, having by Induſtry in the Diſcharge 


of his Buſineſs, as a Butcher, acquired & con- 
ſiderable Fortune, choſe to leave off Trade, 
and to ſpend his Life at J/altham/tow, and en- 
joy the Fruits of his Labours, his Niece Eli- 
zabeth Feffryes, likewiſe lived with him, John 


Swan, the other Priſoner at the Bar, had been 


ſome Time in his Service; and the Mahner 
of Life that paſſed between him and Miſs 
Feffryes ſeem'd by uo Means honourable. 


That he would enter on the Circumſtances 


previous to the Murder, thofe that 'accom- 
panied it, and thoſe that followed afterwards, 
which he did not doubt would be ſufficient to 
the Jury to find them Guilty. ; 


Tat the young Woman and the othe: Pri-

Feffreys, and very thin Partitions between 
their Rooms, they did not raiſe a Noife and 
an Outcry, till three Quarters of an Hour 
after the Report of the Piſtol was heard by 
Perſons in the Neighbourhood : That when 
they made the Alarm, they talked of Men 
running down Stairs, ſaying, Let us fire 1he 
Houſe ; and this Outcry was three Quarters 
of an Hour after the real Time when the Re- 
port of the Piſtol was heard. 3 

That when the Surgeons were called in, it 
can be proved, the Murder had been commit- 
ted long before, the Blood being congealed.

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That the Murder was done with 3 Piſtol, 
and the Deceaſed was ſhot near the left Side 
of his Ear, and there was a broken Piſtol, 


and alſo a Knife found near the Deceaſed's Bed; 


and it was actually the very Piſtol of the De- 
ceaſed's, and the Knife was likewiſe his own. 
That if any Rogues had broke into the 


Houſe to rob it, it is reaſonably to be ſup- 


poſed they would have brought their own 


Arms with them; but for them to uſe Arms 


that conſtantly hung up in the Kitchen, is a 
Point not reaſonably to be ſuppoſed, ſo that it 
muſt be done by Perſons intimate in the Houſe.

She then went to the Green-man and Bell, 
and ordered me to take her up at Sir Samuel Gower's 
at One o'Clock; which I did, and then carried her 
to Lombard-Street, and from thence to the Green- 
Man and Bell in Whitechapel, thence to the Yorkſhire- 
Grey at Stratford, and from thence home to Wal- 
hamſtow.

Fbn Gall being ſworn, ſaid, that he kept the 
Green Man and Bell in Whitechapel, near the 


Church ; that on the 19th Day of June, ſometime - 


before the Death of Mr. Jeffryes, the Priſoner Swan 
came to his Houſe, and called for ſome Bumbo, 
and that about 1o0o'Clock' at Night there was a 
Noiſe in his Tap. Room; that he this Witneſs, went 
in, and there ſaw Thomas Mathews, when he this 
Witneſs, aſked what Buſineſs that ragged Fellow, 
meaning Mathews, had there, and was going to 
turn him out of the Houſe, as thinking he was the 
Occaſion of the Quarrelling in the Kitchen, when 
Swan, who was in another Room, ſaid, D— me 
if you uſe my Friend ill Pl! fight you, and after that, 
pull'd off his Coat, and threw it on the Grate that 
then he, this Witneſs, fearing the Coat might be burnt

er Uncle's Man, and that the Ear-rings were to be

James Aj>ley being call'd, depoſed, That he was

ſaid Simons charged Goddard with robbing him, the 
ſaid Simons, of 554 Ducats, in Goddard's Houſe at

after retaken, and carried to Witham, where this 
Witneſs delivered him, with the Warrant, into 
the Hands of Mr. Hubbard, the Conſtable, who 


kopt him all Night; that the next Morning they 


went with him before Juſtice Bragg, who ſaid, that 
as the Juſtices were ſetting at Chelmsford, it would 
be better to carry him thither, which they did, but 
the Juſtices there did not care to commit him, but 
adviſed this Witneſs, and the Conſtable, who had 
Charge of him, to carry the Defendant to London; 
that they carried him to the Saracen's Head in 
Chelmsford, and in the Parlour there, he obſerved the 
Defendant, who fat in one Corner of the Room, to 
pull out a green Purſe, and tell ſome Money; and 
that this Witneſs thought there was ſome Gold in it; 
After this, the Defendant defired to ſpeak with this 


Witneſs, who refuſed, and ſoon after went out of 


the Room to ſee after a Poſt Chaiſe, to carry them 
to London ; that when this Witneſs return'd, Simons 
again deſired to ſpeak to him, which he conſented 
to, and ſtoop'd down to hear what he had to ſay; 
that preſently after this, the Defendant call'd out, 


my Gilt | my Gili] my Gilt | my Ducats in Pocket 


and pointed to this Witneſs's Pocket, that this Wit- 
neſs could not conceive what the Defendant meant, 
and putting his Hand in his Left-hand Pocket; p_- 
led out his Pocket-Book, and aſked if that was his? 
that the Defendant cried ont, ne, ne, not dat Pocket, 
toder Pocket ; that then this Witneſs pulling his 
Handkerchief out of his Right Hand Pocket, there 
dropped out a Ducat, which much ſurprized this 
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Witneſs, who ſaid here is ſome of the Man's Money 


indeed, but how it came there he could not tell; 


that feeling in his Pocket again, he found two Du- 
Cats more among ſome Walnuts that were in his 
Pocket; that he, this Witne(s, informed Alderman 
Gaſcoigne, (wio was at that Time in the Houſe) of 
What had paſſed, who ordered the Defendant to be 
ſearched, but there was no more Money about him 
than One Shilling and Nine Pence Halfpenny ; that 
he afterwards brought the Defendant to London, 
who being carried before Juſtice Fielding, he was 
by him committed to New Priſon. 

On his Croſs-Examination, he was aſked, if, 
when he met the Defendant, Simons, he did nor 
Tpeak to him, and pull out ſome Ducats, or other 
Gold, and ſhew them to Simons. Mr. Aſhley ſaid, 
he only croſſed the Road ro look at him, but did 
not ſpeak to him, or pull out any Money at all, 
and that he never had ſeen a Ducat in his Life before 
thoſe he pulled out of his Pocket at Chelmsford, 
tho! he dealt for ſome Thouſand Pounds a Year. 

He was aſked, when he ſaw the Boy near Witham, 
if he did not tell the Boy that the Perſon he was in 
Purſuit of, was a Highwayman, and that he had a 
Warrant againſt him. Mr. Aſhley replied, that the 
Boy aſked if he was a Highway man, and that he 


did not ſay he was not; but was ſure he never ſaid 


he had a Warrant to apprehend him as a High- 
wayman. 

He was then asked, what was the Motive that 
induced him to be ſo zealous in purſuing and appre- 
hending Simons, as Simons had done him no Injury. 
Mr. Aſhley ſaid, that it had appeared to him, that 
the Defendant was a very bad Man, and that he 
believed, that he had charged Mr. Goddard wrong- 
fully, in {wearing that Mr. Goddard had robbed 
him, and therefore he, this Witneſs, for the Sake 
of publick Juttice, and no other Motive, did en- 
deavour to apprehend the Defendant. 

Being ſhewn a printed Paper by the Defendant's 
Council, containing an Introdud ion, ſigned James 
Aſhley, and tbe Affidavits of four Perſons, whoſe 
Names were figned to their Depoſitions, was asked 
if the firſt was his Name, and whither he did cauſe 
them io be printed and diſperſed, replied that he 
did cauſe them to be printed and diſperſed, buc 
not with a Deſign to prejudice Simons in the Minds 
of the Publick, but to ſatisfy the World who were 
in Doubt concerning Goddard's Innocence, after 
the Jew had been tried for the Perjury in falſly 
ſwearing againſt Goddard, and acquitted through a 
Miſtake or Neglect in the Perſons who carried on 
that Proſecution. 

Richard Jaxlor depoled, That he was at the Sa- 
Tacen's Head in Croelusford, at the Fime that 
He iry Simons was vrougat there by M. Alhiey ; 
tnat he did {ee Simons put his Hand into Mr. Aſhley's 
left Hand Coat Pocket, and that he, this Wuneſs, 


pulled his Hand out, and asked him, if he deſigned 
to pick the Gentieman's Packet; that after this, 
Aſhley went out of the Room, and when he came 
in again, Simons begged to ſpeak with Mr, Aſhley, 
to which Mr, Aſhley contented, and the Jew ſpeak- 
ing very low, Mr. Aſhley ſtooped down to hear 
him; and while he was fo ſtboping, he, the Jew, put 
his Hand into the right Hand Coat Pocket of Mr. 
Aſhley, and then went and ſat down ; that preſently 
after, Simons cried out, O my God! me robtea'! 
me robbed! and pointed to Mr. Aſhley's Coat Pocket; 
that then Mr; Aſhley pulled out a Pocket Book ou: 
of his left Hand Coat Packet, and asked if that was 
his, the Jew's, who replied, ne, ne, Ducats, and 
pointed to the right Hand Pocket; that Aſhley then 


pulled out his Handkerchief, and with it came out 


a Piece of Gold, and Simons cried ine Ducar, 
mine Ducat ; that then Aſhley pulled out two Ducats 
more, with ſome Walnuts, aud was in a great Sur- 
prize; on this the Jew got up, and, as well as he 
could expreſs himſelf, ſaid, Me rob, one great Rogue, 
cut me, and pointed to his Head and Neck; chat 
Alderman Gaſcoigne being in the Houſe, the Al- 
derman was acquainted with it, who ordered him 


to be ſearched, and there was no other Money about 
him than 13. 64. in Silver, and Three Pence Half 


Penny in Halfpence. | | 

Being asked if he knew to what Purpoſe the De- 
fendant put his Hand in Mr. Aſhley's Pocket? ſaid, 
he believed to put the Ducats therein. 

On his Croſs- Examination, by the Defendant's 
Council, he was asked if he was fure the Defendant 
had his Hand in Aſhley's Pocket, and on what Rea- 
ſon he grounded his Beliet, that the Defeiſtlant put 


Ducats into Mr. Aſhley's Pocket, replied, that he 


was {ure his Hand was in boch Mr. Aſhley's Pockets, 
and that he believed, if he had not ſnatched his Hard 
ſuddenly from the left Hand Pocket, the Jew would 
have left the Ducats there, and that his Reaſon for 
believing the Jew to put the Ducats into the Pocket. 
were, becauſe as ſoon as he had pulled his Hand 
from the Pocket, he began to mutter out his being 
robbed ; and that Mr. Athley being ſo ſurprized at 
finding the Ducats in his Pocket confirmed him in 
his Bel:ef. 

Daniel Hughes, being ſworn, ſaid, that he was 
Afliſlanc to Mr. Hubbard the Conſtable of Witham ; 
that he, this Witneſs, ſat up all Night with the 
Defendant Simons, when in Cuſtody at Witham, 
and that in the Morning he ſaw Simons the Jew tell- 
ing his Money over, and is ſure, that he this Wit- 
neis ſaw three Pieces of Gold, about the Size of Half 
Guineas in S mons's Hand; that he, this Witneis 
was preſent at Chelmsford, when Aſhley pulled the 
Ducats out of his Pocket, after the Jew had charged 
him, Mr. Aſhley, with having Ducats in his Coat 
Pocket, and that he verily believes they were the 
ſame, he, this Witneſs, ſaw the Jew, have in his 

Hand 
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Hand in the Morning; that this Witneſs, ſaw 
Simons ſearched and then, there was found*on him 
dut one Shilling and Nine Pence-half-penoy. 

On his croſs Examination, he was aſked if he was 
fure the Ducats Mr. Aſhley pulled out of his Pocket 
were the ſame Pieces of Gold he ſaw in the Defen- 
dant's Hands in the Morning, ſaid he could not be 
ſure, but believed they were the very (ame. 

Eleanor Brown depoled, 'That ſhe was Servant at 


the Saracen's Head in Chelmford, when Simons 


the Jew was brought there, and being in the Room 
where they were, ſhe ſaw the Jew feeling about 
Mr. Aſhley's Pockets, and particularly ſaw his 
Hand in his right Hand Coat Pocket, and imme- 
diately after heard the Jew ſay, as well as he could 
expreſs it, mine Gilt, mine Giit, rob'd of mine Gilt, 
and pointed to Mr. Aſhley's Pocket ; that when the 
Pocket Book was taken out of Mr. Aſhley's left 
Hand Coat Pocket, Simon's ſaid, pointing to the 
Tight Pocket, dare be de Gilt; that then Mr. Aſhley 
pulled out his Handkerchief, and a Ducat came out 
with it, and ſear ching further, found two more Du- 
cats in that Pocket among ſome Walnuts, when 
Mr. Aſhley ſaid, ne Villain has put them into my 
Pocket, and that then this Witneſs informed 
Mr. Aſhley ſhe ſaw tne Jew's Hand in his Pocket, 
and ihat ſhe believed he put the Ducats in. 

Cn her croſs Examination ſhe was aſked how 
many i'cople were in the Room at that Time, and 
zin what Manner Mr. Aſhley ſtood when the De- 
fendant pat his Hand in his, Aſhley's, Pocket, ſhe 
replici, tnere were 8 or 9 Pertons in the Room at 
that T'riae, and that Mr. Aſhley was leaning on his 
Elbow, and talking to a Gentleman, and that the 
Jew ſtood on his, Mr. Aſhley's, right Side. 

Fehn Newman Clerk to Mr. Ford, ' depoſed, that 
on Monday the 7th of October Mr. Aſhley came 
to Mr. Ford, and informed him where he had met 
Simons the Jew ; that Mr. Ford deſited him, this 
Witneſs, to go with Mr. Aſhley in purſuit of Simons, 
and that Mr. Ford delivered to Mr. Aſhley the War- 
rant under the Hand of - Aldermun Gaſcoigne to ap- 
prehead him, a Bill of Indictment having been 
found againſt Simons for Perjury ; that Mr. Aſhley 
got a Poſt Chaiſe, and they ſet out immediately; 
that near Witham they met a Boy, to whom 
Mr. Aſhley deſcribed Simons, and the Boy ſaid he 
dad ſeen ſuch a Man, and afked, if he was a High- 
wayman, to which Mr. Aſhley replied, that he was, 
and deſired the Boy to aſſiſt in apprehending bim; 
that the Boy then rid on, and when he came in ſight 
of him call'd out ſtop Highwayman; that then 
Simons took to his Heels and ran, which this Wit- 
neſs perceiving, jumped out of the Chaiſe, and ran 


after him, and that he, this Witneſs, and the Boy 


took him and put him in a Cart, from whence he 


jumped out, pulled off his Veſt or upper Garment 


zan, and endeavoured to eſcape; that he was ſoon 


retaken by them and conveyed to Witham, and de-

livered with the Warrant to Mr. Hubbard the Con- 
ſtable of Witham, [ Here Mr. Newman confirmed 
all that Mr. Aſhley had ſworn, from this 4 ime ts 
their getting the Jew to Chelmsford] and then 
ſaid, that at Chelmsford he was preſent when the 
Defendant Simons charged Mr. Aſhley with 
having his Gilt, as ke, Simons called it; (tho' he 
afterwards denied it to Alderman Gaſcoigne) that 
he, this Witneſs, with Mr. Aſtiey's Conſent, 
ſearched his left Hand Packet, and then Simons 
pointed to the Right Hand Pocket, and faid, 
it was there, as well as he could expieſsit; that 
Mr. Aſhley, pulled out a Ducat with his Hand- 
kerchief and was much ſurplized thereat, and 
ſearching farther, ſound two more Ducats among 
ſome Walnuts in his Pocket; that then tbe Defen- 
dant greatly exulted, and cried out dare be my Du- 
cats, me robbed of mine Ducats, and ſeemed greatly re- 
joiced at ſeeing them, that he the Defendant was 
afterward ſearched by Alderman Gaſcoigne's Order, 
and there was no more than one Shilling and nine 
Pence half-penny about him. | 

On his croſs Examination he was aſked whether 
the Warrant that was delivered by Mr. Ford to 
Mr. Aſhley, was for London only, or tor London 
and Eflex : He ſaid the Warrant was made for Lon - 
don only at firit, but that recollecting that Alder- 


man Gaſcoigne was a Verdurer. Mr. Ford imma- 


gined that the Alderman was in the Commiſſion of 
the Peace for Eſſex, and therefore added the Words, 
Eſſex and. | 

He was again aſked if when they were in purſuit 
after the Defendant, Mr. Aſhley did not call out 
Highwayman, ſtop Highway man, and whether he, 
this Witneſs, did not knock the Defendant down; 
when they took him; replied that Highwayman 
was Called out after the Detendant, but whether by 
Mr. Aſhley or the Boy, he could not be poſitive ; 
that 'he was ſure he, this - Witneſs, did not knock 
the Deſendant down, for that the Manner of taking 
him was, he this Witneſs, ran in the Horſeway, till 
he came beyond the Defendant, and then turning 
about met him jult as the Boy came up to the Back 
of him. | 

Jſaac Hubbard, Conſlable of Witham, depoſed, 
That on the 7th or Sth of October lait Henry 
Simons was brought to him, this Witneſs, and de- 
livered into his Cuſtody, together with a Warrant 
under the Hand and Scal of Alderman Gaſcoigne 


to apprehend the Defendant for Perjury; that it be- 


ing late he detained him that Night in his, this Wit- 
neſs's Houſe, in the Carte of Daniel Hughes; that 
the next Morning he carried lim before Juſtice, 
Bragg, who told this Witneſs that the Juſlices were 
fitting at Chelmsford and adviſed him to take him 
thither ; that when they came to Chelmsford, they 
went to the Saracen's Head Inn, and whilſt they 
Mr. Aſhley, the Defendant and ſeveral other Perſons 


were 
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were in a Room together, he heard the Defendant in 
broken Engliſh, charged Mr. Aſhley with having his 
Gilt, and robbing him ; that the Defendant pointed 
to Mr. Aſhley's Pocket and ſaid, You mine Gilt; that 
Mr. Aftiley asked what he meant, and ſaid he had 
nothing of his, the Defendant's, and defired Mr. 
Newman to ſearch his Pocket, and on his taking a 
Book out of Mr. Aſhley's left-hand Pocket, the Jew 


roſe up in haſte, and catched hold of his right-hand 


Pocket, and ſaid, Here be mine Gilt; that Mr. Aſh- 
ley pulled his Handkerchicf out of his right Hand 
Pocket, and with it a Piece of Gold, called a Ducat; 
and ſearching farther, found two more among ſome 
Walnuts in that Pocket; that then the Jew ſeemed 
much rejoiced, and cried out, Mine Ducats, me 
robb'd, mine Ducæts: and by his Words and Actions 
ſeemed to charge Mr. Aſhley with robbing him; 
that after this the Jew was ſearched before Ald er- 
man Gaſcoigne, and there were found no more Mo- 
' ney about him than one Shilling and Sixpence in 
Silver, and Threepence-halfpenny in Halfpence. 

On his Croſs-Examination he was asked if the 
Warrant he received with the Defendant, under the 
Hand and Seal of Mr. Alderman Gaſcoigne, was at 
that Time backed by any Juſtice of the Peace of the 

County of Eſſex, anfwered, that at the Time of 
taking the Defendant into Cuſtody, it was not, Mr. 
Aſhley thinking Alderman Gaſcoigne was a Juſtice 
for Eſſex, but on finding to the contrary, Mr. Aſhley 
went the next Morning, and got it backed by the 
Rev. Mr. Tindal, who is Juſtice of Peace for Eſſex. 

This Witneſs was then ſhewn a printed Paper with 
Affidavits thereon, and asked if he did not make and 
ſubſcribe the Affidavit bearing his Name? and, if 
he did, how he came there to ſwear, that he received 
a Warrant under the Hand and Seal of Criſpe Gaſ- 
coigne, Eſq; one of his Majeſty's Juſtices of the 
Peace for the City of London, and endorſed by the 
Rev. John Tindal, Clerk, one of the Juſtices of the 
Peace for the County of Eſſex, and now that the 
Warrant was only under the Hand and Seal of Mr, 
Gaſcoigne, replied, that what he ſwore there was 
true, for though it was not backed by Mr. Tindal 
at firſt, it was afterwards. 

Ae was then asked what it was that induced him 
to make the before-mentioned Affidavit, and whe- 
ther he ſhould have done it if he had not been ſol- 
licited by ſome Perſons thereto ; replied, that he had 
no other Motive but for the Sake of publick Juſ- 
tice, and becauſe what be had ſworn was true ; that 
ind ed he believed he ſhould not have ſworn it if Mr. 
Athley had not requeſted him ſo to do. 

Daniel Gains depoſed, that the Day the Jew was 
brought to the Saracen's Head in Chelmsford, he, 
this Witneſs, was at the ſame Inn in the Kitchen, and 
hearing there that Mr. Aſhley was charged by the 
Tew with robbing him, he, this Witneſs, went into 


the Room where-Mr. Aſhley and che Jew were, and 


there ſaw Mr. Aſhley pull out a Ducat with his 


Handkerchief, and afterwards Mr. Aſhley pulled 
out two more with ſome Walnuts ; that then the 
Jew cried out, Mine. Gilt, me robbed, mine Gilt, me 


robbed, Rogue, and pointed to Mr. Alhley ; that be 


ſaw-the Detendant ſearched, and no more than one 
Shilling and 94. halfpenny was found about him. 


Here the Council for the Proſecution” reſted 


though they ſaid, they had more Witneſſes to call 
The Council for the Defendant opened his De- 
fence with ſaying, That the Defendant Henry 
Simons was a Foreigner, a Polander by Birth, of 
the Sect or Religion of the Jews; that he was a 
Trader, as moſt of the Jews are concerned in Trade 
and very beneficial is their Knowlege in Trade to 
thoſe Kingdoms wherein they reſide: That the 
Defendant had brought over with him into this 
Kingdom, a large Sum of Money, to lay out in 
ſuch Commodities as we could very well ſpare ; that 


inſtead of meeting with that Encouragement, ſo 


worthy a Merchant deſerved, who came to lay out 
his ready Money with us, in his Journey towards 
Briſtol, (whither he was going as well to Trade, 
as to, pe: form ſome religious Exerciſes) at Cranford- 
Bridge, in the County of Middleſex, he was robbed, 
ſtript of his all, no leſs than 554 Ducats ; that he 
commenced a Porſecution againſt a Perſon for com- 
mitting the Robbery, and becauſe he did not con- 
vict the Perſon, this unfortunate Man had an In- 
dictment preferred againſt him for Ferjury ; that 
being ruined, he had no more Buſineſs here in this 

Kingdom, and therefore he, with the Help of ſome 

Charicable Perſons, was travelling towards Har- 

wich, but in his Way thither, he was attacked, a 
Cry of a Highwayman raiſed againſt him, and he 
was apprehended, nay treated worſe than a High- 
wayman; that after they had kept him all Night, 
without any Authority for ſo doing; they brought 
him to Chelmsford, among a great Number of 
People, who treated him very ill; after which he 
is c2arged with putting Ducats in Mr. 4/ley's Poc- 


kei, with a Deſign, as they ſay, to ſwear a Robbery 


againſt Mr. Ajbley; that ſo very far was the Defen- 


. Gant from doing this, that when they have called 


their Witneſſes, they ſhould ſhew, that inſtead of 
putting Ducats into Mr. 4/>/cy's Pockets, he had 


not the Value of half a Ducat about him, when he 
went out of London. : ol. 


Hyam Levi, being ſworn, depoſed, That on the 


8th Day of Auguſt laft, he and Henry Simons, the 
Defendant; landed at Harwich from Holland ; that 
when they came on Shore, they were ſearched by 
the Cultom- Houſe Searcher as uſual ; that Simons 
had a large Belt on, that would hold above 1000 
Ducats, and that it appeared to be above half full ; 
that it is the Cuſtom of the Poliſh Jews to carry 
their 


their Money about with them in a Belt, which is hol- © 


low, and opens near the Buckle, where they put their 
Mone * out of the Belt. Thar he this Witneſs ads» 
viſed Simons to leave his Money with. a Gentleman at 
Harwich, who would ſend it to him to London; but 
that Simons replied, he would not leave them any 
where, with any Perſon, no, not his own Father. That 
at Harwich, he, this Wirneſs, pulled out a gold Watch, 
to ſee what it was o' Clock, which the Defendant obſer- 
ving, {aid he ſhouja want two Gold Repeating Warches 

and deſired him, this Witneſs, co help him to a good 
Workman, that would uſe him well, 38 he would 
have the beſt, if he gave 4ol. or 5ol. a»picce for them. 
That he, this Wirne's, came on tor London, and left 
the Defendant behind, who would not travel on the 


Sabbath. That the Tueſday following he, this Witneſs, 


law the Detendant in London, and that he went to 
jodge with Barrant Abraham's. 

being asked, if he counted the Number of Ducats, 
the Delendant carried about him, ſaid he did not, but 
thinks there were above Half a Thouſand, tor the Belt 
was above Half full. | 

Iſrael Levi, a Poliſh Jew, who could not {peak Eng- 
liſh, and therefore, David Hart was ſworn his Inter pre- 
ter. Irael Levi depoled, that he came over with Henry 
Simons, who is a Poliſh Merchant; that he ſaw the De- 
ſendant's Belt, and it was above halt full of Dycars; they 
came on to London together, and in their Way, they 
kept Sabbath together at Colcheſter. That after Simons 
was robbed, ne faw him in London, in great 
Neceſſity, and then this Witneſs lent Simons Money. 
That Simons told this Witneſs he had been obliged to 
pawn. his Veil, which is a Thing the religious among 


he Jews never do, but at the laſt Extremiry, and that 


they will payr with every Thing eiſe that they have, 
before their Veil. That the Dctendant always had the 
Character of an honeſt Man, and a juit Merchant. 

William pay ce, Searcher ot the Cuſtoms at Harevich, 
devoled, that he ſearched Henry Simons, the Defen- 
dant, when he landed at Harwich, the 8th of Auguſt 
latt, that he then (aw the Defendant had a large Quan» 
tity of Ducars about him in his Belt, 

On his Crots Examination, he was asked, if the De- 
ſendant pulled out all that was in the Belt, and if he 
was ſure that the Belt contained nothing bur Ducats; 
he repiicd, that the Defendant ſhook into his Hand, he 
believed, 40 or 50 Ducats, and that, knowing it was the 
Way ot thoſe People, to carry ther Money in Belts, and 
that by theſe Ducats produced, he, this Witneſs, con- 
cluded rhe whole Quyanri'y to be Ducats. 

Sarah Abrahams, depoſed, Thar about the 12th of 


Augult lait, Henry Simons the Defendant came to lodge 


u ner Houſe, that he faid he came from Poland, and 
that ne ſhewed her his Belt, wherein was a large Quan- 
ticy of Ducats; that the Defendant told her, that he 
brought tnat Money into England to lay out in Watches, 
and other Goods; that the Defenanr odged with her, 
til ne went for Britto) ; that, ſhe, this Witneſs, did 
count the Defendant's Ducats when he put them up 
in his Belt, to go for Briſtol, and ſhe, this Witneis, was 
lure there were 554 at that Time. | 
Barrant Abrahams, Husband to the Jaſt Witneſs, de- 
poted, That Henry Simons, the Defendant, lodged at 


bis Houle, all the Time the Detendant ſtayed in Lon- 


don, till he ſet out for Briſtol; that he, this Witneſs, 
ſaw his Wite count the Detendant's Ducsts, and that

Thomas Woodman, Keeper of the Poultry-Compter, 
depoſed, That the 29th of Auguſt laſt, Henry Simons, 
the Detendant, came ro him, and by his Man, Hepry 


Keys, who interpreted for the Defendanr, told him, this 


Wirnefs, that he had been robbec at Crantord- Bridge 
and by whom, that at this Time the Detendanr appeared 
to have been wounded, and was very bloody; that he, 
thie Witneſs, and Keys, went with the Detendant before 
Juitice Chamberlayre, and obtained a Warrant to up» 

rehend rhe Perion the Jew had ſworn to have robbed 
fm? and that he, this Witneſs, with his Man Keys, 
went in a Polt-Cnaile to apprehend the Perſon againſt 
whom the Warrant was granted; and that hen they 
on to Crantord-Bridge, they found the Perſon was 


Henry Keys, Servant to the laſt Witneſs, depoſed, 
That on the 29th ot Augutt lait, the Detendant, Henry 
Simons, came to him, this Witneſs, and told him, he 
had been robbed ; deicribed the Manner how it was 
done, and named one of the Perſons that the Defendane 
faid, he was ſure did rob him. That he, this Witneſs, 
and Mr, Woodman, went with the Defendant betore 
the Jultice, and after a long Examination, wherein he, 
this Witneſs, was Interpreter, a Warrant was granted 
againſt the Verfon {worn to have robbed the Defendant; 
that he, this Witneſs went with his Maſter, Mr. Wood 
man, to Crantord · Bridge, to execute rne Warrant; that 
when they came there, they tound the Perſon was gone, 
and he, this Witneſs, and Mr. Woodman, being known, 
and what they came about, one of the Women in the 
Houſe ſaid, ſhe remembered the Jew's being there, and 
that he thewed his Belt, and pulled out ſome of his 
Gold. He tarther depoied, that in October laſt, Mr 
Aſhley came to him at the Poultry Comprer, and told 
him, he had go: Simons, the Detendant, and deſired 
him, this Witneſs, co go with them before Juſtice 
Fieiding, Which he did, and there Mr. Aſhley ſaid no- 
thirg ot any Ducats being put into his Pocke”, 

Simon Davids, depoſed, That he knew the Defendant. 
Heury Simons, that alter he was robbed, he came to 
him, and ſeemed to be extremely poor, and that he re · 
lieved him, 


Napthali Franks depoſed, That Henry Simens, the 


Detendant, came to him, atter his being robbed, and 


complained very much ot his Loſs and great Poverty, in 
particular that he had been torced to pawn his Veil to 
ſubſiſt him, which is held ſo ſacred, that it is never 
3 with, but at the laſt Extremity; that he, this 
it neſs, relieved him, and that many others did the 
ſame, or he muit have ſtarved. That the Defendant 
knew to lictle Engiiſh, and (poke ir fo badly, that he, 
this Witneſs, who is ved to converſe with foreign Jews, 


could not underſtand what he taid without calling, 


this Witnels's Servant to interpie between them. 
Lazarus Simens, Overſeer of the Poor of the Syna- 

gogue, depoled, That he knew the Defendant Henry 
Simons, that he came to hem in September laſt, and 
complaint d to him of extreme Poverty, and deſired him. 
this Witneſs, to get him ſome Rejie', that he did ſo, and 
after that he, the Detendanr, came again, and begg'd. 
for ſome Chariry, to carry him Abroad, That the 
Defendant had had a Fever before he ſet out for Hare 
wich, and in his Sicknets, he was often crying amy 
Ducats, my Ducats, Goddard, Goddard. He farther de- 


poſed, I hat Henry Simons app.ared publickly, and 


conſtantly at the Synagogue ; and that he believed him 


to be an boneſt confcientious Man, and that he, this 


Wirnels, did not believe Simons could have a Duca

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Meyer Polack, Clerk of the Synagogue, depoſed, That 


ry Simons the Defendant, complained to bim, this

itneſs, or his £reat Poverty, that he, this Witn 
gor ſome Charity for him, and particularly the Wardey 
of rhe Synagogue, who ordered him, this Witneſs, tg. 

ive him Half a Guinea out of the Poor's Box, but not 

the Detendant was going away; that another Gentle» 
man gave him, this Witneſs, three Shillings for the 
Rer. That on Friday the 4th of October, two 

ys before the Defendant ſet our from London, he 
this Witneſs, met the Defendant in the Street, who 
carveſtly begged for ſome Relicf; and that then, he 
this Witnels, gave the Detendant Sixpence. That he, 
this Witneſs, believes the Detendant co be an honeſt, 
eligious Man, who conſtantly came to the Synagogue, 
and appear'd publickly; and that he, this Witneſs, 
dare Wear, that rhe Nefendant had not a Ducat about 
him when he left London. 

On his Croſs Examination, he was asked, if he 
thought the Defendant had not above two Guineas at 
the Time that he had finiſhed his Collection, replied, 
that he was ſure, he could not ha ve above two Guineas, 
if he had ſo much. 

Sofeph Iſaacs depoſed, That on Sunday the 6th of 
Q:tober lait, he and Henry Simons were going towards 
Ilford ; that a little beyond Stratford, they mer a Gentle · 


man ig a Chaiſe, whom he, this Witneſs, now knows 


to be Mr. James Aſhley ; that Mr. Aihley croſſed the 
Road with his Chaiſe, and coming up to them, asked 
Simons if he was the Man that ſwore a Robbery againſt 
the Man at Cranford-Bridge ; that he, this Witneſs, 

viſed the Defendant. to make no Anſwer, but that 
the Defendant Cid ro Mr. Aſhley na fas floxd, 
meaning that he did not underſtand him; that then 

r. Aſhley . put his Hand into his right Hand Coat 
ocker, and pulled our a Handful of Ducats, and ſaid, 
theſe, theſe Ducats, and putting them in his Pocket 

aun, ſhook his Hand in a menacing Manner, and

Mr. Levi, and defired to lee him at the Punch-Houfe 
on Ludgate-Hill ; that he, this Witness, having ckancd 
himſelf, was going to Ludgare- Hill, and in St. Paul's 
Church. Yard, he, this Witneſs, met Mr. Franks, and 
informed him where he was going ; that Mr. Franks 
adviſed him, this Witneſs, not to go unleſs he had an 
unqueſtionable, honeſt and reputable Man along with 
him, leſt any Thing ſhould be ſaid ro him, or of him, 
that might not be right. That he, this Witneſs, upon 
this, reſolved not to go, and in a Day or two atter, Mr.

Mr. Franks contirmed that Part of this Witneſs'sEvie:

Here Mr. Aſhley was confronted with Hyam Levi, 
when Mr. Aſhley faid, that he never ſaw Lev) before 
then, in his Lite that at the Time of Mr. Godcard' Trial, 
and to the End of Sc pte ber, (in which Time Levi ha 
{worn to the Tranſaction) he, Mr. Aſhley, was out ot 
London, upon a Journev, and that he had not been in 
Duke's Place for many Years palt. * * 

Moſes Facobs depoſed, That Henry Simons being in 
great Diſtreſe, pawned his Veil with bim for Thirty 
Shiilings; that the Detendant came and redeemed it, 

ying the Thirty Shillings at two different Times; that 

e paid the laſt on the Morning before he went out of 
London; that then the Deſendant ſaid he had no more 
than Half a Crown in the World ; that he, this Witnets, 
then gave him Halt a Crown, and ſaid he verily be- 
lieved the Defendant had no more than Five Shillings 
when be went trom London, — 

Mr. Alderman Gaſcoizre depoſed, That he was up 
Stairs, at the Saraccn's Head in Chelmsford, at the 
Time When Mr. Aſhley and be Detendant were there; 
and being ſent for down to them, Mr. Aſhiey ſaid to 
him, that damned Villain the Jew, had put forme Pucats 
in his Pocket, and bad charged him with robbing him; 
that then he, Mr. Alderman Gaſcoigne, ſpoke ro the 
Jew in Dutch, and asked him, it he put the Ducars into 
Mr. Aſhley's Pocket, and whether the Ducats were his, 
Simons's ; when Simons replicd in Durci: They are none 
of my Ducats, and then further ſaid, Goddard, coddard, 
Geoddard”s Lucats; that he then denied put ing any Ducats 

into Mr. Ath:ey's Pocket, or charging Mr. Aſhley with 

rubbing him of them. 

The judge ſummed up the Evidence on both Sides, 
and tlic Jury was encloſed about nine at Night, ard did 
not agree till Two the next Morning, and tten brought 
the Defendanr in Guiity ; and he will receive judgment 
in tix.
